Everett Swain of Milroy, who is 


72 years of age, was on trial today 
in the circuit court, charged with as- 
sault and battery, and the jury was 
given the ease tiiis mor.ning at elev- 
en o'clock and bad failed to reach 
an agreement at three o'clock this 
afternoon. Tbe alleged assault took 
place about September 25. last year, 
according (o the testimony offered 
at the trial. 


Today was the second trial in the 


cause, as (be charge was originally 
filed in Justice Stecb's court, 
and 


was tried last fall, October 10, when 
the defendant was found guilty and 
convicted on the iphargc.
